BOYCE FICKLEN SR. 
HAS 85TH BIRTHDAY 


Pioneer Wilkes County Citi- 
zen Has Led Active, 


Useful Life. 


WASHINGTON, Ga. Aug. 4— 
Boyce Ficklen Sr., long active in poli- 
tics, banking and in the newspaper 
field, and numbered among the oldest 
citizens of Washington, celebrated his 
SSth birthday anniversary today. 

Farming until 1881, Mr. Ficklen 
returned to his boyhood home and 
was in the newspaper game, writing 
for the Washington Gazette under the 
pen name of “Pento,’’ which has fol- 
lowed him. throughout his life: While 
sticking type and pulling a Washing- 
ton handpress “‘Pento”’ gave his pa- 
per its first illustrated stories, cuts 
having been whittled out of wood with 
a pocket knife. After years in the 


| banking business, and out of the print- 


ery, Mr. Ficklen was back again as 


‘owner and editor first of the Wash- 


ington Reporter, later the Wilkes

AMERIGAN REFUGEES 
TELLOF SPANISH WAR 


Eye-Witnesses Describe Hor- 
ror, Bloodshed; Arrive at 
Boston on Exeter. 


BOSTON, Aug. 4.—(4)—The first 
American refugees to arrive here from 
the raging civil strife in Spain told 
tales of horror and bloodshed tonight. 

Burned churches, sudden airplane 
attacks, fears of death and roaming 
bands of young men and women all 
heavily armed were part of the de- 
scription related by Americans, most- 
ly women, arriving on board the §S. 8S. 
Exeter. 

A New York portrait painter, Don- 
ald Newhall, told how he, his wife 
and two other New Yorkers were lined 
up at a roadside in Minorca by Span- 
ish soldiers who leveled their rifles 
at them. 

Only the intervention of a Spanish 
woman, who shouted “They're Eng- 
lish,” saved them, Newhall said. Later 
a top sergeant guarded them.

diers mistook his party for fleeing 
royalists or escaping army officers” 

Prepare Own Food. | 


From the lips of Anna Louisa De 
Davila, wife of the mayor of Jayaya, 
Puerto Rico, came a story of living 
several days in a Barcelona hotel. 
where guests prepared their own food. 
washed dishes and “kept house”. be- 
cause the servants struck and joined 
the ranks of fighters. 

Most of the American men attached 
to business firms and governmental 
duties in Spain remained at their 
posts, the refugees said, but sent their 
wives and children either to the United 


| States or to Marseilles, France, where 
the Exeter transported 162 Americans 
from Barcelona. 


An American woman, Elizabeth 
Healey, secretary of the co-operative 
school for student teachers, described 
scenes of rioting and burning in Mal- 
aga which she saw from an ancient 
Spanish fort located on a hill a few 
miles away. 

Miss Healey, who was taken aboard 
a British freighter and transferred to 
the British destroyer Brazen, boarded 
the Exeter at Gibraltar. 


Hands Severed, Clubbed. 


From her came the story of 120 
fascists dying in two days at Malaga. 
She said she heard reports that they 
had their fingers severed from. their 


death. 

She spent ten days at the fortress 
before she could leave. 

At Gibraltar, she related, there was 
no space for refugees and members of 
the crew of the British destroyer 
shared their rations with the passen- 
gers. Miss Healey declared the dock 
vards at Gibraltar were opened for the 
first time in history to the publie and 
refugees fed and given a place to sleep 
there. 

She also added that British authori- 
ties requested all non-citizens to leave 
immediately, if transportation were 
available. 

She told of a newspapermen, J. Al- 
len, who, she said, realized before

conforming to this rule. : 

Disclosing that he had discussed

' Mara. his confidential aide and saying 
he was going swimming “up West- 
chester way.” 

That evening Crater, apparently in 
the best of spirits, bought a single 
ticket for “Dancing Partners,” a mus- 
ical comedy. Then he went to Haas’ 
restaurant in West Forty-fifth street. 
William Klein, a theatrical lawyer. 
saw him there, and said it was impos- 
sible that Crater was planning suicide. 
The judge went over to the table where 
Klein was having dinner with Sally 
Lou Ritzi, a showgirl. 

He talked gayly of his plans to see 
“Dancing Partners” and when they 
finished their dinner Crater walked 
out to the street with them. He hailed 
a taxicab, stepped into it and waved 
his arm in goodby. The cab driver 
was never found and no one who knew 
Crater ever saw him again.

HEALTH TALKS

The concept of infection as a cause 
\Of disease is so deeply rooted in the 
‘medical mind that it is diffieult. for 
‘many good doctors to recognize that 
disease may be caused by deficiency of 
Some dietary essential. This explains 
why so many of the old timers in med- 
icine have been slow, indeed reluctant, 
|to adopt in practice the diagnostic and 
| therapeutic principles of nutrition. 

| According to propaganda of a ‘food 
|interest a western state medical so- 
ciety passed resolutions, back in 1928, 
expressing indignation over the “alle- 
| ation that white bread is responsible 
| for certain grave illnesses.” No hint as 
to what illnesses or who made the al- 
_legations. I suspect it was some straw 
|man. Anyway the doctors who ran 
| the medical society that year declared 
| the allegation was “not supported by 
scientific facts.” They went further 
and gave their assurance to the pub-. 
lie that “there is no good reason for 
| thinking that the substitution of whole 
| Wheat bread for white bread in the na- 
tional diet would make for material 
improvement in the national health 
and physique.” 

_ Prior to 1930, it is safe to say, no 
| medical man in that state medical so- 


ciety had more than a vague notion of 
| the amount of vitamin B required to 
maintain an adult in an optimal state 
of nutrition or a better than average 
state of health. Even today very few 
members of that state medical society 
could give you offhand any practical 
information about this. Medical prin- 
ciples based on the newer knowledge 
of nutrition simply do not appear in 
‘Standard medical textbooks and will 
not appear there until a few years 
hence. 

Clinical signs of moderate deficiency 
of vitamin B generally go unrecogniz- 
ed by physicians because this field of 
diagnosis and therapeutics has ‘been 
| terra incognito to the masters of medi- 
cine up to the present time. 
| In the Journal of the American 
| Medical Association, November 16, 
1935, Vorhaus et al mention these 
signs of mild shortage of vitamin B: 
| Vague pains, usually elicited only by 
| pressure over the nerve roots; general 
malaise; anorexia (lack of appetite) ; 
/ Constipation; small amounts of sugar 
In urine without excess of sugar in the 
' blood. 

Many authorities have observed sci- 
'entifically andclinically that vitamin 
'B helps maintain good sugar metabol- 
ism, taking the place of insulin, to a 
degree. 

_._ Another common sign of vitamin B 
deficiency is a large carbohydrate in- 
|take (craving for excessive sweets and 
| starches) often associated with a tend- 
|ency to accumulate superfluous flesh. 
| This state was regarded by the older 
| physicians as potential diabetes. 
White bread contains only an insig- 
nificant amount of vitamin B, if any. 
Whole wheat bread contains consider- 
_able vitamin

2,500 To Reimburse People 
Employed in Fulton Inves- 
tigation of 1933. 


Five checks for $500 each were de- 
livered yesterday to members of the 
citizens’ committee which more than 
three years ago, investigated Fulton 


county affairs. The checks were in- 
dorsed to Julian J. Jones, acting as 
treasurer, who will reimburse audi- 
tors, court reporters and others who 
aided in the investigation. 


Members of the committee are C. E. 
Parker, chairman; Beverly DuBose, C. 
C. Whitaker, Robert P. McLarty and 
Mr. Jones. They were appointed by 
the grand jury in March, 1953, to 
probe county affairs. The checks, 
which have been the subject of litiga- 
tion for three years, were issued yes- 
terday by the county treasurer. 

The committee was willing to serve 
without compensation. Following the 
investigation, however, they applied 
for fuhds with which to pay those who 
had aided in the investigation. 

The courts held the committee had 
no right to hold the county responsible 
for payments owed outside help, but 
did hold that members of the commit- 
tee were entitled to pay. The conmit- 
tee then asked for compensation with 
which they will pay special investiga- 
tors. 

About 20 persons will receive checks. 
t is understood that $1,010, the larg- 
est payment, will go to a North Caro- 
lina firm which made a county audit. 

To complete the investigation, com- 


‘mittee members worked about three 


months. In July, 1933, they published 
an account of their findings in the 
newspapers.

MADISON, Wis, Aug. 4.—(P)—

Plans of Trial. 


United States District Attorney 
John J. Boyle announced that plans 
for the trial of the total of 84 defend- 
ants‘in this phase of the investigation, 
would await completion of the full in- 
quiry by the federal grand jury, now 
in recess until August 19.

“The infestation is only 2.53 per 
cent as great this year as it was last 
year,’ vJulpepper said. “The situa- 
tion is not alarming, but is one that 
requires the attention and the consid- 
eration of ail farmers and stock deal- 
ers in order to prevent the screw 
worm from developing in Georgia in 
large numbers.” 

Open wounds on all animals should | 
be treated with a thin coating of pine 
tar oil and animals with wounds 
should be kept under close observa- 
tion, Truitt said. Dehydrated pine 
tar oil, specifie gravity 1.065, was 
recommended by the county agent as 
the best screw worm preventative. 

“Cattle shonld not be dehorned at

HUMAN RIDDLES 


That Have Vexed the World 


By VINCENT TOWNE. 


HENRY HUDSON—WHAT HAP- 
PENED TO HIM? 

“He emerged out of the unknown 
and disappeared into the unknown un- 
der the most tragic circumstances.” 

Thus writes a biographer of Henry 
Hudson, the discoverer of the Hudson 
river and the present site.of New 
York. 

The birth of this famous explorer 

is quite as much a mystery as his 
death. Some assert that he was a 
Dutchman. Hendrick Hudson; others 
that he was an Englishman. In one 
of his contracts with the Dutch Hast 
India Company he is described a6 
“Mr. Henry Hudson, WEnglishman” 
and he signed the document “Henry 
Hudson,” although in other cases he 
used the Dutch equivalent, “Hen- 
drick.”’ 
_ There has been much speculation 
as to which was his actual name. 
Some say that he was born in Eng- 
land and christened “‘Henry,” but that 
England proved ungrateful and he be- 
came a Dutchman. He was the friend 
of both the English explorer, Captain 
John Smith, and the Dutch georgra- 
pher, Jacobus Hondinus, whose maps 
made Amsterdam fhe hub of geograph- 
ical science. 

Hudson set out to find a north- 
west passage to Japan and China by 
way of the north pole. Instead, he 
made discoveries which gave to the 
world the arctic whale fisheries, Hud- 
son bay, the valley of the Hudson riv- 
er and Manhattan Island. When he 
embarked he left behind him a wife 
and children, for whose support he 
insured his life for the sum of $80. 


He made four voyages. During the 
first—guided by the “new map’ re- 
ferred to by Shakespeare in “I welfth 
Night’—he fought the ice floes and 
arctic streams for many weeks, made 
a new record for the “farthest north” 
and discovered Spitzbergen, Norway. 
During the second he was compelled 
by the ice to turn back “voide_ of 
hope,” but during the third in his Half 
Moon he battled with the ice around 
the southern shores of Greenland, and 
being barred from the supposed en- 
trance to the northwest passage by 
the frozen seas, turned southward, 
thus discovering our coastline from 
Maine to Virginia, also the Delaware 
and Raritan bays and the present har- 
bor of New York. 

Here one of his seamen killed an 
Indian and the Half Moon was attack- 
ed by a fleet of canoes, but without 
serious result. Finding that a large 
river emptied into New York bay, the 
‘navigator ventured up it hoping to find 
ithe northwest passage by that route;

| Stopping at England on his way 
‘back, he was detained by the king, 
| who declared him an English subject— 
’tis said, in order to give England the 
‘advantage of the discoveries. But Hud- 
‘son outwitted the English sovereign by 
|having smuggled into Holland the doc- 
‘'ument which gave that country credit 
| for his explorations. 


| The English now made the intrepid 
‘navigator a proposition, which he ac- 
cepted. Fitting him up in the stanch 
ship Discouerie, of 70 tons, they sent 
‘him out to once more seek the north- 
‘west passage, thus hoping that he 
' would win for their native land the 
'glory of its discovery. , 
Penetrating the long strait that 
bears his name, he discovered that 
vast body of water known as Hudson 
bay. Winter overtook him before he 
could find his way out and he had to 
await the return of summer while lock- 
ed inside this vast inland sea. Choosing 
a spot on the southernmost shore, he 
there established his winter camp. It 
was a terrible wait. The freezing 
winds from the north not only chilled 
the ardor of his men, but transformed 
many of them into veritable devils. 
After enduring their indignities until 
spring he found a goodly number of 


‘them conspiring to undo him. 


Though he shared all of their hard- 
ships, dividing “even with tears” his 
last erumb of bread with them, _re- 
venge continued to rankle in their

| ployment to a surviving son. The re- 
iquest was granted, the youth being 
'given $25 “for apparel” and placed 
aboard one of the company’s ships, the 
Samaritan. 

What became of Hudson 18 one of 
the mysteries of history.

IMPORTANCE OF THE FIRST 
BID. 


Granting that there is hardly such 
a thing as an unimportant bid, it is 
still a fact that the first bid (or pass) 
of each player is the one that must 
be right! Rarely is it possible to cor- 
rect through subsequent bidding an 
error made on the first round. The 
reason for this is simple. The pri- 
mary impression created in partner’s 
mind may be qualified or modified by 
additional information, but never 
completely wiped out! 

That being the case it naturally fol- 
lows that the utmost pains should be 
taken to make one’s first bid as ac- 
curate and informative as possible. A 
certain bid may appear to be, at first 
glance, the only logical one. Neverthe 
less, it is well worth while to exam- 
ine the hand for others. The second 
‘glance takes but a moment and may 
prove a sound investment. North, in 
today’s hand, should have taken that 
second glance.
